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Ourselves 
Complaints have from time to time been received from 
our constituents that they are not receiving any return 
commensurate with theeamount of subscription they are 
paying to the Association. Nobody is more conscious 
of this complaint than ourselves, but we would like to 
draw the attention of our members to the fact that the 
members of the Executive who have themselves to work 
for all the items in the programme of work of the 
Association and also find the money to run the show, 
organise the entire work and do alot of other things 
connected with day to day administration, _all without 
even any paid clerical aid, have only to plead for a’ 
better understanding of the difficulties by the consti- 
tuents of the Association. It is moreover difficult to 
point out in térms of profit and loss what benefit a parti- 
cular library or any individual member gains from being 
associated with the, Association @nless it bein terms 
of collective gain for the entire profession of librarian- 
ship and the efficient spread of the library movement 
as such in our provincg. The Association, it must be 
remembered, was not conceived in terms of individual 
benefit but rather for furthering the library movement 
ag such. It istrue we have not been able to do much 
in that direction but it is also to be remembered that 
under the existing circumstances we have been able to 


na.

build up a record which we have nothing to be ashamed 
of. We would only request: our constituents and our 
sympathisers to remember that the work of the Asso- 
ciation has to be viewed against the back-ground of the 
present educational and socio-economic condition of our 
, country. Intelligent understanding of the importance 
of libraries in the educational and cultural invigoration 
of the community and of a bigher standard of profes- 
sional librarianship depend largely on the educational 
structure of a giyen time and locality and a wider read- 
ing public than we have at present. We have to work 
within these limitations, and considered from that point 
of view we claim that we have been able to make a con- 
siderable headway. Amongst library authorities there 
is now a gradual, though slow, awakening of the need 
of a better standard of libraries and librarianship. 
Members of the educated public are slowly but steadily 
becoming conscious of the need for better library ser- 
vices and facilities and the new fanged campaigns of 
adult education and mass literacy have found in libraries 
a potent instrument for achieving their purpose. This 
has been mainly due to the unceasing efforts of the 
Association which segks to co-operate with the sponsors 
of any movement and activities that have need of its 
guidance and help. The Association has also been able 
to create a sense of the need of maintaining free muni- 
cipal libraries, and though noting much has yet been 
achieved in this direction, at least some local authorities 
are becoming conscious of its need and the subject is 
being warmly discussed in certain quarters. We are 
fully conscious that this cannot be achieved in a few 
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years time : it always takes a long time to get new ideas 
and new programmes accepted and adopted by the com- 
munity at large, but we are fully alive to the position 
and we are not sparing ourselves to keep it constantly 
before the eyes of the public. 


To speak in terms of concrete achievements, we 
have been instrumental in bringihg into existence at 
least more than one regional library centre, raising the 
standard of library planging, equipment and management 
in more than a dozen institutions, supplying the libraries 
of the province with a number of trained professional 
librarians, giving guidance in book-selection to the public 
and institutional libraries of the province, by providing 
three important publications in Bengali on modern 
libraries and librarianship, creating a fourm for public 
discussion of the problems that confront us so far as 
libraries, librarianship’ and library movement, are 
concerned. With our limited financial resources with- 
out any institutional and Governmental help, without 
any permanent habitat of our own, and with an execu- 
tive and office which have run on honorary basis, this, 
we claim, has not been any mean achievement. i 


We may also remind our consffiuents that they are 
receiving the Bulletin of the Association free of charge 
and upto now each issue has contained at least one 
select list of books apart, from other necessary informa- 
tion so far as the Association is concerned. A number 
of our members, mainly institutional, seek for help and 
guidance and been supplied with solutions of the 
technical difficulties that confornt them in their day 
to day work of library organisation and administration. 
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For the last three years the Survey Committee of the 
Association have been busily engaged in making ‘a 
complete survey of the library situation of the province, 
and the result achieved in that direction is now going 
to be summarised in a Directory of Libraries of Bengal, 
a publication which will be the first of its kind so far 
as this province is concerned, and we are confident that 
the Directory will be a great help not only to authors 
and publishers but also to educational institutions in 
general and libraries in particular, If our members 
would kindly take all these into consideration, we 
hope that there will hardly be any occasion for com- 
plaint. But at the same time we assure our members 
that we are quite eager to make the Association useful, 
individually and collectively, to all our constituents and 
we are ever ready to entertain any new Suggestion that 
would kindly be extended to us. Our members fully 
co-operating with us and coming forward with construc- 
tive suggestions, helping us not only with their “advice 
but also finding out ways and means for added finan- 
cial strength to the Association, we shall be able to 
bring the Association to the door of everybody con- 
cerned. è

A Scheme for a Commercial 
Library at Comilla 


By 
Sailes Kumar Sen, M. A. 


Comilla is one of the most important banking centres in 
Bengal, claiming as it does more than a score of banka of 
which 88 many as four belongs to the scheduled class. The 
district of Tippera is also noted for one of the key industries 
of Bengal, namely, tea, and the district has already given ample 
evidence of being industrially minded. But no attempt has 
been made to canalize the psychology of ons of the most 
important needs of society into effective work. Knowledge 
gives strength but unfortunately the administrative centre 
of the district provides hardly any scope for rearing up this 
knowledge on a sound foundation and fol securing fer the 
people at large the knowledge and information that is required 
to give them a push towaids sound industrial and commercial 
activities. This can best be done by asmall but well orga- 
nised library for public information with a commercial bias, 
Such a library should hp situated in Oomilla itself, the head- 
quarters of the district and should serve more asa clearing 
house of information than a store-house of books of general 
interest. Its major interest shall necessarily lie in tea, 
banking and textile industry, but, nevertheless, it should also 
try to accommodate reference literature on othe: indnatiial 
and commercial subjects so as to be able to give effective 
guidance to and develop industrial-mindedness in the people. 
No muffosil town in Bengal has yet been able to rearup smh 
a clearing honse and if Comilla can. she would naturally give 
a lead to the-province, " 
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The outline scheme of such a library may be ag follows :— 


lL The library shonld be situated in a central locality, 
preferably in the midst of-the banking concerns of the town 

2, To, begin with, ib must have 8 ropms of which one 
should be a hall of moderate size, directly approachable from, 
the entrance. One smal] rogm may serve as the office room 
of the Librarian, Another small room must be kept apart as 
what may be termed “The Reference Room”, housing the daily 
newspapers and shelving such reference material as direq- 
tories, year-books, almanacs etc. A very careful choice shall 
have to be made so far as this reference literature is concerned, 
keeping always in view the nature of enquiries that are 
likely to be made The main reading hall must be as big ag 
to accommodate at least 20 readers ata time, one large table 
designed for the purpose aud displaying the business weeklies 
aud monthlies and ৪, charging desk for the librarian. The main 
contents of this hall should be naturally enough reports of 
various provincial*and the central Governments of India and 
other countries ielating to the business with which Tipperah is 
mainly concerned, e. g. directories of industry and commerce, 
Survey reports, year-books and the like. Books shall also have 
to be callected, always keeping in view the commercial and 
industrial needs of the district. With a trained librarian having 
the knowledge of the local needs of the district it will not 
be difficult to run the library to the best advantage of the 
local people. The co-operation of the Bengal Library Asso- 
ciation may be sought, which may be asked in consultation 
with the librarian, to supply a basic “stock and reference 
material. 

3. A librarian, one clerk and a bearer will be just enough 
to run such a library 

4, The cost of furnishfng such a library including char- 
ging desks and shelving may be estimated at about Rs. 850/-. 
The cost of a basic book stock will be about Rs. 2500/-: but an 
anngial book-budget of about Rs. 400/- shall have to be sanc- 
tioned to keep the library up-to-date, and a business library 
is nothing if it is not up-to-date.

Public Library & Free Reading Room. 
THE TWENTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 


From 1st January 1939 to 31st December 1939. 


During the year under report the Library was kept 
open as usual in the morning and evening for 34 hours, 
except on Mondays and holidays. The average issue of 
books during the year was about 51 volumes a day and the 
total number of issue of books and other volumes came 
up to 14,555 volumes. The total number of books 
added to the stock of the Library was 357 volumes in- 
cluding 56 volumes as presentation copies to the Insti- 
tute and there was a further addition of 21 bound 
volumes of periodicals. The stock of books of the 
general section is at present 6626 volumes comprising 
4740 volumes of Bengali books -and 1886 voliines of 
English books. ‘The Institute spent a sum of Rs. 
579-7-6 p. for purchase of books during the year under 
review. 

The Free Reading Room of the Institute was kept 
open during the Library hours and had on its table 
instructive and educative journals and periodicals be- 
sides dailies and weeklies for free use of its members 
and of the public, Whe Institute spent Rs. 172-12-9 
for journals and periodicals. The average daily attend- 
ance in the Free Reading Room was 38. 


The total number of members on the last day of the 
year wag 156 as against 157 of the preceding year. 
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` The Executive Committee held 12 ordinary monthly 
sittings and 3 special sittings and its different Sub- 
Committees held 6 sittings during the year. 


During the year under review the total ‘receipts 
amounted to Rs. 1,198-3-114 p. while the total expendi- 
ture came up to Rs.1,225-5-0, excess was due to the cost 
removal of the Institute to its new site. 


Children Section. 


The Executive Committee records with pleasure that 
there was an appreciable increase in the number of 
| members in the Children Section of the Institute, during 
the year under review. The total number of members 
on the last day of the year was 62 as against 48 in the 
previous year. The average issue of books came up to 
18 volumes a day and the total issue of books was 5,145, 
The total number of books added to the stock of the 
Children Section was 61 volumes making a total of 
887 volumes. ‘The amount spent for books “was 
Rs. 45-14-0 p. and for journals and periodicals was 
Rs. 9-10-0 p. The total amount of receipts during the 
year was Rs. 51-8-0 p. including Calcutta Corporation 
grant which is Rs. 254- and the Executive Committee 
spent the whole amount on purchasing books, journals 
and periodicals. Interesting and educative journals 
and periodicals for the children were kept on the table 
of the Free Reading Room for*the members of the 
Children Section. ‘The average daily attendance of 
children in the Free Reading Room was 14.

At the very outset the General Secretary regrets 
that the members of the Association had no occasion 
up till now to receive the Annual Report of the 
activities of the Association for the year 1939. The

gre&t extent for the postponement of the Annual 
General: Meeting for election. of members. to the’ 
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Executive Committee and the Council and other 
regular business etc. of the Association in 1940 till 
the Constitution had been changed' and election 
made possible under the new Constitution., . The... 
revision of the Constitution is- always ,a long process, 
especially when it has to-go- throtigh various stages 
and has to receive the approval of: the members . 
concerned. It has not been diferent in our case as 
well. Happily, however, we. have now reached. a 
stage when the constitution has been changed and 
the next ‘election and other business at the next 
Annual General Meeting will be held under the new 
Constitution. | 


The Annual Reports for these two. years are 
therefore being. presented together. - Correctly,speak- 
ing the ‘Association--is now 7 years old. ‘Translated 
in terms of actual achievement, few will concede:to 
us to have: built up a brilliant record. We would 
only request our constituents and. our sympathisers 
to remember that our work: has to be viewed against - 
the background of-the present educational. and ` 
socio-econdiniic condition of our “country. Intelligent 
understanding: of the ‘importance “of libraries in the 
educational ' and.. cultural. invigoration of the commu- 
nity and of a higher standard of professional librarian- 


ship depend largely on-the educational structure. of a 
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given time and locality and a wider reading public than 
we have at present: We have-to work within these 
limitations, and considered, from that point of view 
we claim that we have been able to make a consider 
able headway. Amongst library ‘authorities there is 
now a gradual, though slow, awakening of the need of 
.a better standard. of libraries and librarianship 
Members of the educated public are slowly, but 
steadily becoming conscious of the: need for better 
ibrary services and: facilities and the new fanged 
, campaigns, of adult education and mass literacy have 
found in libraries a potent instrument for achieving 
their purpose., This has been mainly due to. the 
unceasing efforts of the Association which seeks to 
co-operate with the sponsors of any; such movement 
and activities as. have need of its guidance and help, 
The Association has also been able to create a sense of 
the need of maintaining free municipal libraries, and 
though nothing much.has yet been achieved in this 
direction, at least some local authrities are becoming 
conscious of its need and the subject is being warmly 
discussed in' certain, quarters. We are fully conscious 
that this cannot -be achieved in a few years time ; it 
always takes a long time to get new ideas and. 
new. programmes ‘accepted and adopted by the 
community, at large, but we are fully. alive to the

To speak in terms of concerete achievements, 
we have been instrumental in bringing into existence 
at least more than one regional library centre,raising ' 
the standard of library’ planing, equipment and 
management in- more than ,a dozen institutions, 
supplying the libraries of the province with a number 
ot trained professional librarians, giving guidance in 
book-selection to the public and institutional libraries 
of the province, by ‘providing: three important 
publications in Bengali on modern libraries and 
librarianship, creating a forum for ‘public discussion . 
of the problems ‘that confront us so far as libraries, 
librarianship: and library movement are concerned 
With our limited financial resources, without any 
institutional or governmental ° help, without any 
permanent habitat of our own and with an executive 
ind office’ which is run on honorary basis, this, we 
claim, has not been any mean achievement.

GHANGE OF CONSTITUTION 


The most importanf thing to be recorded during 
these two years is the revision of the Constitution 
and Bye-laws of the Association, As already noticed 
` “the revision of a Constitution always takes a long time. 
In the last Annual. General meeting held on. the 
12th August, 1939, Dr. Niharranjan Ray proposed 
for the formation of a’ small Sub-Committee to be 
appointed by the Council to revise the Constitution 

hich was accepted. The resolution went to the 
Executive Committee through the Council, a Sub- 
‘ committee was formed which had several sittings 
.for the purpose. The revised. draft, unanimously 
agréed to by the members of fhe Sub-Committee, 
was forwarded to the Executive Committeé which 
Jin its turn scrutinised the dtaft, . made necessary 
additions and alterations, and after having un- 
.animously approved. it forwarded the same. to the. 
- Council.” The Council laid it under a thorough 
scrutiny ‘and. prepared. the ‘final. draft which was 
-eventually placed. before a Special General Meeting 
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held at the Central Library, Calcutta University, 
on the 24th November 1940, when: the revised 
draft Constitution and Bye-laws was’ adopted after 
some slight additions and. alterations. The new 
Constitution is now before our members and it is 
hoped that it will, for some time at least to-come, 
be able to accommodate the problems and activities 
that face us in the day to’day working of the 
Association. . `

ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING FOR 1938 

“ ‘The Annual General Meeting. of the Association 
for the year 1938 was held .at the Central Library 
Hall’ of. Calcutta” University on Saturday, the 
12th August, 1939. 105 .members attended the 
meeting. Kumar Munindra Deb Rai Mahasay, the 
President of the Association, took the Chair 
After the adoption of the Annual Report and the 
Audited Accounts for the year 1938, office-bearers 
and, members of *the Council were elected for 
the year 1939. The same set. of office-bearers 
and members of the Council held offiee for 1940 
also, which was eventually regularised by the Special 
General. Meeting held on the 24th November, 1940 


An inaugural session of. the: Annual General 


Meeting was held in the: Asutosh.: Hall . of the 
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University on the same day and was presided 
over by Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee. The meeting 
‘was véry largely attended. In this session certificates 
were given away to the successful students of the 
3rd Summer Course of Training in Librarianship 
conducted by the Association; by Dr Mookerjee, 
and the inaugural address on the “Place of Libraries 
in Education” was delivered by Mr. A. K; Chanda. 
Mr. Chanda in course of his speech dwelt on 
the utility of libraries and said that at present their 
value was not as fully understood ‘as’ it ought to be. 
In colleges and. schools the function of a library 
was threefold first, to encourage the habit of reading 
and research; secondly, to create a taste for the 
best books ; and thirdly, to provide books of re- 
ference and authority on special subjects. . It could 
not be said that these aims were fully realized in 
libraries at present. In particular, it was difficult 
to find institutions other than the big libraries 
where books of reference were,available as freely as 
they ought to be, nor did. many of the books deal 
“with special subjects ie s 


Dealing with the encouragement of the habit 
of. reading and research, Mr. Chanda said that 
librasies Gught to be as - accessible as possible, 
bright in envitonment and-with comfortable seating 
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‘accommodation, | The University Library had now 

very. spacious quarters and had been made as 


cheerful as: possible;- especially by the provision of 
mural paifitings 
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As-regards accessibility, the difficulty in Bengal 
was paucity of 05091: Students had not yet developed ` 
a: sense of civic: responsibility, and books on open 
shelves. were" often missing. . It, was better, however, 
that books should be used. even if they were 
purloined, than allowed to remain locked up ina 
bookcase. If the. system of open-shelves was 
‘introduced from. the primary standard . upwards 
students would be. trained, and probably losses would 
be few ‘ ip | 


Turning to the creation’ of a ‘taste for the 
best books Mr. Chanda said that that seemed a 
dificult achievement. Nothing created a- taste for 
good- literature except reading good literature. The 
only possible way., Was for ‘libraries. to - provide 
nothin but the very best. - In practically all edu- 
cational institutions in Bengal school and college 
routine was over full, so -that boys had neither 
the time nor the energy to use the library as 
. freely as they ought to. Perhaps one way to 
encourage the reading of the more. serious type 
of literature was to put such books out for reading 
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in the library and to issue fiction and light literature 
for students to read in their homes. Libraries in 
primary schools were not fully appreciated, and 
teachers should create and build up in students 
a taste for literature. 
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Continuing- Mr. Chanda regretted that nursery 
rhymes were falling into disuse. Nursery rhymes 
were most important from the educational point of 
view Fairy tales also should þe provided for 
children” as it stimulated their imagination. He, 
herefore, pleaded: for the: provision of a certain 
number of fairy tales in all their primary schools 
which in turn would lead to mythology and 
romance. i 


Dr. Mookerjee’in his presidential address said 
that the period of training which the Association 
had fixed upon extended.to only six weeks He. 
doubted if that was a sufficiently long period to 
enable an untrained librarian to develop into a 
competent and trained librarian. He suggested 
that in future the. Association should consider the 
guestion of extending the period of training and of 
raising the standard without restricting the scope 
of thelr. work. He agreed with Mr. Chanda that 
one of .their urgent needs was to take steps to 
rouse the curiosity of and create a love for books 
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among their students from their very young days 
It was a matter for regret that the libraries in 
their educational institutions were not properly 
` used. He also agreed with Mr. Chanda that some- 
times the books in stock were so dull and uninterest- 
ing that boys did not feel inclined to read them. 


' SPECIAL GENERAL MEETING 


A Special General Meeting of the General 
Committee of the Association was held at.the Central 
Library Calcutta University, on Sunday, the 24th 
_ November, 1940, at5 p. m, with Kumar Munindra 
_ Deb Rai Mahasay, President of the Association, on 
the chair. The meeting was specially convened for the 
purpose of adopting the revised draft Constitution 
and Bye-laws of the Association already referred to. 
The General Meeting was preceded by an inaugural 
meeting convened for the purpose of giving away 
certificates to the, successful candidates of the 
fourth summer course of training in Librarianship 
held by the Bengal Library Association. Mr. W. C. 
. Wordsworth presided over ghe function. At the 
outset Dr. Niharranjan Ray, the Director, gave a 
short account of the work of the Training Course. 
In course of his address Mr. Wordsworth 
stressed on the important part that libraries play 
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in education. He said that in England it was now 
being realised that a good library was an essential 
part of public health and no town was properly 
constituted had it not an well-eguipped library and 
a trained librarian who knew how to bring: the 
books under his care to the use of the. public. 
Library work was new to India; they must not 
only have their books but they must also know 
how to take care of these books. This was where 
the utility of the Association came in. It was 
doing something ; indeed it was doing more than 
what had ever been done in India in this respect. 
It was trying to establish the view that library 
work should be a.learned profession. They were 
just at the beginning, and it was their, duty to 
make the profession appreciated. Such pioneer work 
imposed hard work and sacrifice. Mr. Wordsworth 
paid tributes to those who gave voluntary help to 
the Association and concluded by congratulating 
the successful candidates. ह 


COUNCIL | 7 

The general policies ` of the Association 
were guided by a Council consisting of 51 
members, of whom 25 were District Representatives. 


It formed an Executive Committee for efficient 
administration of the Association and several Standing 
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Committees to direct various branches of its activities. 
Altogether -there were four meetings of the Council, 
two in 1939 and two in 1940, on the 5th of March 
1939, 24th September, 1939, 30th April, 1940 and Sth 
September, 1940. Amongst,other activities received 
the reports of the activities of the different Standing 
Commiittes for the year 1938; the second was con- 
vened to devise ways and means to implement the 
resolutions of the Annual General Meeting held. 
on the 12th August, .1939, and to form Standing 
Committees for the year 1939; the third, to receive 
the reports of the representatives of the Association 
to the- Indian Library Conference held at Patna, 
and -the fourth, to consider the draft of the revised’ 
Constitution and Bye-laws of the Association.’ —

STANDING COMMITTEE 


There were 10 Standing Committees 
appointed by the Council all of which functioned 
till the end of the year 1940. Of the 
various Standing Committees, the Library 
Training Committee, the Technical Subjects Commit- 
ttee, and the Library Survey Committee were most 
active and were kept busy throughout the period 
under review. . The Technical Subjects Committee 
received constant enquiries regarding technical matters 
concerning libraries and librarianship and. had to 
attend to them. A programme of work for uniform 
cataloguing, classification and administrative practices 
throughout the province was drawn up, and “some 
ground-work was done. but unfortunately very little 
advance could be made. About the working of the 
Library Training Committee, amore detailed account 
will be found below. All the other‘ committees had 
several sittings but very little tangible work.could be 
done: The Book-Selection Committee had several 
sittings in 1939 and two'select lists; one of Bengali 
books published in 1937," and another of both 
English and Bengali books suitable for small school 
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libraries were prepared and published in the 
Bulletin of the Association for the year 1939. It 
is. unfortunate that very little work could be done 
in 1940. A consolidated select list of Bengali books 
published during 1938-39 has however been prepared 
and is now awaiting -publication in the Bulletin 
Another -consolidated select list of 500 best Bengali 
books is also under preparatian 


LIBRARY CONFERENCE . 

There was more than one invitation for holding 
the Library Conference from more than one centre. 
Unfortunately, however, not one of them materialised 
and no conference or exhibition could take place 


LIBRARY TRAINING CLASS 
` The Third Summer Course of Training in 
Librarianship was opened’ at the Asutosh College on 
the 30th of. Aprii, 1939, and closed after six weeks 
of intensive theoretical and “practical work, on the 
15th of June. Ther® were 35 students on the roll, of . 
whom 32° appeared at. the Qualifying Examination : 
_ 28 came-“out successful, 3 in A Class, 7 in Band 18 
in © A fuller account of this course may be found 
in --Vol. 3 of the Bengal Library Association Bulletin 
for. 1939. Certificates to successful candidates were 
giveh away by Dr: Syamaprasad Mookerjee at the 
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inaugural session of the Annual General Meeting 
held on the 12th August, 1939. The Feroz Kumari 
Basu Prize, kindly donated by Anath Nath Basu, 
was awarded to Mr. Dwijendralal Banerjee, who 
stood first in order of merit. 


At the inaugural .session of the Annual 
General Meeting just referred to above, Dr. Syama- 
prasad Mookerjee suggested that the period of 
training for librarianship should be extended, and 
that six weeks time was not sufficient to enable 
an untrained librarian to develop into a compe- 
tent librarian. The Library “Training. Committee 
which was already considering this aspect of 
the question, readily agreed to the suggestion of 
Dr. Mookerjee and the Fourth Summer Course of 
Training in Librarianship was organised to run for 
three months from the Ist of May to the 31st of 
July at the Asutosh Building, the University, Calcutta. 
Admission was limited to 25 candidates who went 
through an intensive theoretical and practical training 
during this period. It was a gratifying feature of 
this yeat’s course that for the first time four women 
attended the course, and of- these two came out 
successful. All the candidates appeared at the 
Quélifying Examination, but only 15 came out 
successful. ° This has been due to a stiffening of 
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the standard and widening of the course. Honorary 
teaching and tuition assistance was given by a number 
of persons equipped with recognised library qualifica- 
tions and of high academic merit and ‘actual library 
experience. The Association records its deep sense 
of gratitude to all those who kindly helped the work 
of the Library Training Course. 


THE ASSOCIATION LIBRARY ` 


The Association Library was housed 
in the office of the ` Association at the 
Central Library, Calcutta University. A consider- 
able number of volumes was added to its 
stock during the period under review, some 
by purchase and the rest as gifts. Considerable use of 
the library was made by the students and teachers of 
the Library Training Class as well as by resident 
members of the Association. We take this opportunity 
to thank all those- authorities of libraries, library 
associations, library training institutions, both Indian 
and foreign, who kindly exchanged their publications 
with ours i

BANNED LITERATURE °: 

Notifications regarding banned literature are 
being regularly supplied to thg Association. Our 
request to the Government of Bengal for revision 
and consolidation of the list of such literature has 
been repeated but yet to no effect. These notifications 
are being regularly published in the Bulletin. 


TUBLICITY | 
‘Suitable publicity was given to the activities 
of the Association by the various dailies, weeklies 
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and monthlies of the province as well as by 
some Indian and foreign library journals. The 
Association records its indebtedness to all of them 
and also to the authorities of the United Press of 
India and the Associated Press of India for helping 
us in our publicity work. 


CONCLUSION 

The want of a permanent headquarters 
of the Association and a whole-time paid Assistant 
is being keenly felt. Finance is the primary 
consideration and it is up to our members and to the 
general reading public of Bengal to come forward to 
help the Association not only to keep it going but 
also to enable it to further its activities. Before we 
finally close we record our best thanks and gratitude 
to the authorities of Calcutta University for pro- 
viding accommodation for the’ Association’s office and 
library and also to our officials and other members 
for their kind ang ungrudging services to the’ 
Association. We must also thank the Government 
of Bengal and the University of Calcutta, for 
extending recognition to our cegtificates of training in 
librarianship.
